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BE IN WRITING 
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ELECTION COMMISSIONERS WILL 
DECIDE BETWEEN FACTIONS. 


MERIWETHER IS DETERMINED. 


Says He Will Fight to the End and 
Won’t Agree to a Com- 
promise, 


Since the Democratic City Convention of 
Saturday split it devolves upon the Board 
of Election Commissieners to hear evidence 
and determine which ticket is the legal one 
to be placed on the ballot under the caption 
“Regular Democratic Ticket.”’ 

Monday was the last day set for filing tig 
names of party nominees and party tickets, 
bat owing to the complications arising over 
the Democratic ticket the Board of Election 
Commissioners will hear evidence and not 
render its decision until Tuesday afternoon. 

The Election Commissioners held an exec- 
utive session Monday morning and issued 
the following instructions in regard to the 
submiission of testimony: 


The Board of Election Commission- 
ers will determine the question as to 
which of the Democratic conventions 
was regular and entitled to have its 
ticket placed on the official ballot un- 
der the caption, “Regular Democratic 
Ticket,” by applying the following 
rules: 

1. All delegates holding the cer- 
tificates signed by the Election Com- 
missioners, or proxies in legal form 
given to other persons by these regu- 
larly qualified delegates or any of 
them, were entitled to participate in 
the preliminary organization of the 
Conyention, whether their seats were 
contested or not. 

2. Whichever of the two conven- 
tions contained a majority of the dele- 
gates or their proXies qualified as 
above, constituted the Regular Demo- 
cratic Convention; and this in spite of 
any irregularity in the opening pro- 
ceedings. .- 

3. Evidence, on this vital point 
must consist of affidavits signed by 
the Chairman of each Ward Delegation, 
containing a list in each instance of 
the delegates from that ward partici- 
pating with him in the Convention. If 
the accuracy of the Chairman’s affi- 
davit is challenged by any delegate (or 
his proxy) whose name is contained in 
said list, then the Chairman’s affidavit 
must be fortified by the affidavits of 
the individual delegates composing the 
Ward Delegation. 

4. Opportunity for submitting evi- 
dence as above will be afforded to con- 
testing parties until 4 o’clock of the 
twenty-third day of March, 18£7. All 
evidence must be submitted in writing.

“If the Board of Election Commissioners 
refuses to accept our ticket as the ‘Reguiar 
Democratic Ticket’ we shall go into the 
courts and mandamus the Board, with the 
hope of getting a decision compelling the 
Commissioners to place the Mer!fwether 
ticket on the ballot as the regular ticke?. 

“At the same time we have secured 1,000 
signatures of electors to a petition for the 
Meriwether ticket, and it will be filed with 
the Election Board, so that if .che courts 
knock us out we can then run the Meri- 
wether ticket anyway.

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ACTION OF CIVIC FEDERATION IN 
FAVOR OF HARRISON. 


MERIWETHER MEN PROTEST. 


Say They Will Appeal to the Ward 
Clubs and Depose the Cen- 
3 tral Council. 


The friends of Lee Meriwether, who at- 
tended the meeting of the Civic Federation 
Central Council Saturday night, are bestir- 
ring themselves to counteract the indorse- 
ment of Edwin Harrison, Dr. T. J, Thorpe, 
S. L. Moser and Samuel Allen, who opposed 


the indorsement of Mr. Harrison, put in 
Monday trying to arrange meetings of the 
Civic Clubs in the various wards for Mon- 
day night, to secure a repudiation of the 
action of the Central Council if possible. 
Their claim was that not 200 of the 30,000 
members claimed by the Civic Federation 
were in accord with the action of the Coun- 
cil of One Hundred. 

Mr. Meriwether’s friends are trying to 
split the Federation on the indorsement of 
Mr. Harrison. They state that meet- 
ings of the ward clubs will be held nightly 
if necessary and state, with considerable 
assurance, that they will organize a new 
¢entral Council with new officers. 

They base their proposed action on the 
claim that the meeting was secret, was Os- 
tensibly called to select .an independent 
Mayoralty candidate, and did not have a 
quorum, 


The motion to indorse Mr. Harrisgn was 
made by Conde Pallen, while the opposition 
was led by the men named and Walter 
Vrooman. To a Post-Dispatch reporter Mr. 
Pallen said Monday: 

‘The meeting was not secret, but was 
regularly called to decide upon the matter 
of an independent ticket. not to select an 
independent candidate. There were thirty- 
four present. Of these, Mr. Vrooman and 
Mr. Allen were present and permitted to 
speak by courtesy, as they were not mem- 
bers of the Central Council. 

“Sixteen wards were represented and 
twenty-four members constituted a quorum 
under the old constitution, which still gov- 
erns the Council. The first motion made 
was that the Council should not name an 
independent candidate. This carried unani- 
mously, I believe. I then submitted the 
motion for the indorsement of Mr. Harri- 
son. In doing so I said it was the duty of 
the Council to look on Mr. Meriwether and 
Mr. Harrison without ae and deter- 
mine upon the one who would draw the 

reatest following. I maintained that Mr. 

jarrison would have the largest, because 
while he was a silver man, Mr. Meriwether 
was es lally obnoxious to the gold ,men. 
» In. Meriwether would antago- 
nize the conservative element of the party. 
He would also antagonize the Catholics be- 
cause of his connection with the movement 
for the taxation of church property. 

**Vrooman interrupted me with the state- 
ment that the reported connection of Mr. 
Meriwether with the taxation of church 

roperty was untrue. He also said that 
Meriwether would poll the entire vote of 
organized labor. 

“The German Republicans in the meet- 
ing were antagonistic to Mr. Meriwether 
and strongly in favor of Mr. Harrison. 
They expressed their determination to vote 
for Mr. Harrison. When the motion was 
put to a vote there were but five instead of 
ten votes against it, as has been reported. 

“In regard to the alleged attitude of the 
ward clubs, there may be a few wards in 
which.there will be antagonism. In these 
wards new clubs will be organized. The 
Central Council alone has authority to in- 
dorse a candidate. It is the parent body 
from which these ward clubs sprang. The 
ward clubs cannot elect a new Central 
Council.”’ 


Treasurer A. L. Berry of the Civic Feder. 
ation stated that the charge that the trust 
companies threatened to withdraw their 
financial support from the federation if it 
supported Meriwether, as stated by the lat- 
ter in an interview, was untrue as no trust 
company or any officer of one, to his knowl- 
edge, had contributed to the federation. 

‘The indorsement of Edwin Harrison by 
the Central Council of the Civic Federa- 
tion,”’ said Mr. Berry, ‘““‘was made purely on 
the ground that he stood on a broader, more 
conservative platform than Mr. Meriwether, 
and would help to unite the different fac- 
tions. None eo wd officers of the Federa- 
tion, except Mr. Studniczka, expressed any 
preference as to candidates. Neither Dr. 
Boyd, Mr. Virdier or myself expressed our 
own opinions. 

‘“‘T took notes of what was said by every 
speaker and nothing was said derogatory to 
Mr. Meriwether personally or his platform; 
but the sentiment expressed was to unite, 
if possible, on the strongest candidate, 

“The meeting was entirely regular. The 
notice sent to members of the Centra] Coun- 
cil reads: “The meeting is for the purpose 
of deciding upon the matter of an inde. 
pendent ticket,’ and although there were a 
number present who were not members of 
the Central Council, they were extended the 
courtesy of giving their views fully. 

“The first consideration of the Central 
Council was, which of the two Democratic 
candidates would receive the largest sup- 
port of the dissatisfied Republican voters 
who felt they could not support Mr. Zieg- 
enhein. All the Republicans who ex- 
pressed themselves favored Mr. Harrison. 
As for his connection with the employment 
of Chinese labor, it was proven by personal 
knowledge and careful investigation that 
he had nothing to do with their employ- 
ment. It was also the sentiment of the 
meeting that Mr. Harrison’s long residence 
Pin the city and the fact of his being wel!

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 2. — The 
opinion prevails here that the blockade of 
the Island of Crete by the fleets of the for- 
eign powers, which commenced yesterday, 
will be a useless proceeding, as Col. Vassos, 
commander of the Gree army of occupa- 
tion, is well supplied wit provisions. It is 
now thought that the best means to aecom- 
plish the withdrawal of the Greek troops 
from Crete would be to withdraw the Turk- 
ish troops. 

Edhem Pasha, the Turkish commander in 
Macedonia, has telegraphed the Minister of 
War not to send any further reinforcements 
of troops on account of the scarc of pro- 
visions. 

The commander of thé Turkish squadron, 
just made ready for sea, has received sealed 
orders, but it is not belfeved the warships 
will leave Gallipoli.

BELGRADE, Servia, March 22.—The re- 
port that the reserves militia of the Servian 
army have been catled out is pronounced 
to be untrue. It is officially declared that 
the Government of Servi’ has no “wish to 
endanger the peace of Europe; that no 
troops are massed on the frontier, and that 
such a step is not contemplated. 


VALLETTA, Island of Malta, March 22.— 
The Seaforth Highlanders have sailed for 
Cannes, Island of Crete, on board the trans- 
port Chyde. They will arrive at their des- 
tination on Wednesday next, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22.—Secre- 
tary of State Sherman has been notified 
that a pacific blockade of Crete was begun 


at 9 o’clock Sunday morning. The notifica- 
tion was made in concert by the representa- 
tives of the six Powers signatory to the 
Berlin treaty—Great Britain, France, Italy, 
Germany, Austria-Hungary and Russia. 

The language of the several notes is iden- 
tical. They formally announce the com- 
mencement of the blockade of Cretan ports 
against ships flying the Greek flag. t is 
further declared that merchant vessels of 
neutral powers, including those of the 
United States, will not be disturbed in their 
usual commercial ventures, provided their 
cargoes contain no Merchandise for use by 
Greeks or insurgents of the island. Such 
vessels, however, will be subject to inspec- 
tion by the blockading warships of the con- 
certed squadrons. 

There ia little likelihood that the United 
States will give its assent to the blockade, 
or, in fact, even notice the communications 
of the several powers. Secretary Sherman 
said that the matter, because of its remote 
interest to this Government, had not been 
considered in any way. It is not likely to 
receive consideration until a merchant ves- 
sel of the United States, attempt:ng to enter 
Cretan ports, is prevented by the blockading 
ships. The master of the American ship 
would, in this case, call the matter to the 
attention of the Navy Department and Pres- 
ident McKinley and his adyisers would then

THE PROGRAMME OF DEBATE. 


Work of the House to be Rushed 
Through, the Struggle to Come 
in the Senate. 


Special to the Pogt-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22.—Re- 
markable apathy was shown by the House 
to-day over the opening of the debate on 
the tariff bill. A quorum was not present 
when the House met at 10 o'clock, and even 
the public galleries were bare. This was 
because of the knowledge of the futil- 
ity of anything that may be done in the 
House. It is an iron clad rule under which 
the House members are working. Not until 
the bill reaches the Senate will there be 
any great public interest. There the bill 
will be remade and possibly may be de- 
layed on its way to ultimate passage until 
well along in the dog days. 

It was generally known, too, that the 
Democratic minority had patched up its 
differences and would make but one report. 
Mr. Sherman of New York was selected 
by the Speaker to preside as chairman of 
the Committee of the Whole while tke tar- 
iff bill is being discussed. As leader of 


the minority, Mr. Bailey has asked Mr. Mc- 
Millin of Tennessee to make the speech for 
the Democrats in reply to Chairman Ding- 
ley of the Ways and Means Committee. 
The time on the part of the minority has 
been divided so that nearly all the new 
members will be given a chance to talk.

The Tariff Bill Read and the Debate 
Begun. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—What will go 
down to history as the tariff debate of 1897 
began in the House at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing.

tion of the bill the House immediately re- 
solved itself into committee of the whole 
and the Speaker conferred upon Mr. Sher- 
man (Rep.) of New York the distinguished 
honor of presiding over the committee. 
Those who expected the debate to begin im- 
mediately were disappointed. The leaders 
decided not to dispense with the reading of 
the bill but to have it read in full at the 
outset in order to disarm the criticism 
passed on previous bills, that they were 
ut through without even having been read 
n the House.

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FACTS FOR CHAIRMAN DEVoY. 

The Post-Dispatch regrets to fing 
Chairman Devoy denying that he blund- 
ered and claiming that his course at Sat- ‘ 
urday’s convention “was in strict ac- 
cordance with parliamentary usage.” 
The Post-Dispatch recurs to this question, 
not from any desire for a controversy 
with Mr. Devoy, but to prevent if possi- 
ble any future chairman of a Democratic 
City Committee from furnishing provoca- 
tion for such scenes as those which 7 
graced Saturday’s Convention. 

No one really familiar with “parlia- 
mentary usage’ could believe that Chair- 
man Devoy’s course in opening the Con- 
vention was in accordance with that 
usage. The proceedings of any gathering 
conducted under parliamentary forms 
are governed by fixed written rules about 
which there is no room for doubt or con- 
troversy. Any local “usage’’ not in con- 
formity with those rules may be acqui- 
esced in by the delegates to a convention 
if they choose, and thus condoned for the 
particular occasion. But the rules, and 
the rights of delegates under them, re- 
main fixed and can be asserted at any 
time and on any occasion that the dele- 
gates may choose. 

Under parliamentary rules and usage, 
this is the course that Chairman Devoy 
should have pursued at Saturday’s Con- 
vention: 

He should have stated to the Conven- 
tion that he was authorized by the City 
Executive Committee to nominate as its 
temporary officers the persons whom he 
named. He should then have paused to 
see if there was objection to these nom- 
inations, or if any delegate desired to 
move the substitution of other names. If 
no objection was offered and no other 
nomination made, he should have said: 
“Those in favor of Dr. Lutz for tempo- 
rary chairman of the Convention say 
Aye.” After the strength of the affirma- 
tive vote had impressed itself upon him, 
he should then have said: ‘““Those opposed 
say No.” If he was satisfied that the 
Ayes were in the majority, and if there 
was no demand for a roll call, he should 
then have said (in substance): “The Ayes 
have it, and Dr. Lutz is elected tempo- 
rary chairman of the Convention.” Then, 
and not till then, he should have installed 
Dr. Lutzas temporary chairman by hand- 
ing him the gavel and introducing him 
to the Convention. 

If objection was made to the Commit- 
tee’s nominations, it was his duty to rec- 
ognize any delegate desiring to make a 
substitute nomination for temporary 
chairman, and after the nominations 
were closed it was his duty to order a 
ballot to be taken on the néminations for 
temporary chairman. This would have 
involved the making up of a roll of the 
convention for.temporary organization. 
In making up this roll, the Chairman and 
Secretary of the City Committee—which 
was in charge of the Convention's pro- 
ceedings until its temporary chairman 
was elected—should have‘acted, and the 
Primary Election law defines clearly who 
are and who are not entitled to be en- 
tered upon this temporary roll. 

After the result of the roll call was an- 
nounced, it was then his duty to turn 


elected temporary chairman by the vote 
of the delegates. 

After the installation of the temporary 
chairman, either accepted or elected by 
the Convention, it was then the tempo- 
rary chairman’s first duty (after exercis- 
ing his privilege of addressing the Con- 
vention or abstaining from doting so) to 
name to the Convention as temporary 
secretary the person nominated for that 
position by the City Committee, and 
thereupon to ask the Convention's pleas- 
ure. If the candidate thus named was ac- 
cepted by the Convention without objec- 


If objection was of- 
fered or other nominations made, it was 
the duty of the temporary chairman to 
order a ballot, as in the case of his own 
election. And so on, until all the tempo- 
rary officers of the Convention were 
chosen by the Convention itself.

THE ANTI-COERCION BILL. 
The Bohart anti-coercion bill, as passed

Probably the worst of all the blunders 
made by -this Legislature was the failure to 
pass any of the bills providing for an in- 
crease of the State revenue. Responsibility 
for this devolves upon the Senate. The 
House passed several bills designed to be 
revenue producers, but with the exception 
of one—the Ward street railway assessment 
bill—the Senate killed them. This will > 
ably result in great embarrassment. State 
Auditor Seibert estimates that the appro- 
= agente agreed to will exceed the revenue 

y probably $400,000 Other State officers 
agree that there is going to be a dilemma, 
but the Senate is inclined to look upon the 
prevailing conditions with indifference. 


The Post-Dispatch correspondent asked 
Gov. Stephens last night for his opinion as 
to the merit of the laws made 4 this ses- 
sion. The Governor replied that he had not 
yet studied the aggregation of enacted bills 
sufficiently to form a definite idea as to 
their worth, but he was of the same opinion 
as State Auditor Seibert concerning the rev- 
enue. The Governor is studying the appro- 
riation bills very carefully, and he says 
at within a few days he will have more 
definite ideas of the situation. The Gov- 
ernor has not yet decided to call an extra 
session of the Legislature and the emer- 
gency may not arise. However, just at this 
time the outlook for revenue is very dis- 
couraging. 

Speaker Farris talks freely on the work 
of the Legislature. He is of the opinion 
that the most important bills of the seasion 
were killed. “I cannot give an estimate of 
the value or benefits of the laws enacted,” 
said the Speaker, “‘until I have more time

“At this time I 
cannot say @s to the necessity of an extra 
session. hope it. will not be necessary. 
Luxuries ought not be indulged in when 
money is scarce, and an extra session would 
be regarded by a great many people as a 
luxury. If, as it now appears probable, 
the appropriations exceed the revenues by 
half a million dollars for the two years, 
some action will be necessary to protect the 
credit of the State. We cannot afford to 
allow State warrants to float around the 
State with no money in the treasury to pay 
them. It occurs to me that it might be a 
good way to met this apparent shortage of 
revenue by increasing the assessed value 
of corporation property. If the State Board 
of Equalization will ine the assess- 
ment sufficiently to provide the requ'site 
emount of revenue, it will do the people of 
the State a t service and avert an extra 
session of the Legislature. If this is not

In maxing appropriations, there was con- 
siderable difference of opinion between the 
two branches of the Legislature. There was 
a decided disposition to cut the University 
off h less money than was asked for, 
and so strong was this sentiment that it was 
utterly impossible to secure the enactment 
of the endowment bill. The cut made in the 
apprepriations for the Governor’s office and 
or the executive mansion was said to be 
ue to a spirit of economy, but there is a 


‘well defined theory that the estrdngement 


between the Governor and two or three of 
the House members had something to do 
with it. Finally, after much wrangling, 
‘the appropriations in the aggregate amount 
to more than there is money toe meet. Still, 
some of the eleemosynary institutions are 
not satisfied with the sum set art for 
them. The passage of a few revenue bills 
would have rendered it possible for larger 
appropriations to have been made and still 
avoid a defic't. 

Many freak bills were introduced, but none 
of them were enacted. Probably the most 
prominent of this class was the Hood anti- 
flirtation bill, designed to prevent railroad 
train men from flirting with female ssen- 

ers. Another of this kind was a bill mak- 
ng it a misdemeanor to spit tobacco juice 
on a church floor. Still another was the 
Rebo bill, requiring the dehorning of ail 
bulls over 2 years of age. The Sunday base 
ball bill was classed in this category by 
those who opposed it. 

Local bills, of no importance whatever, ex- 
cept within the narrow confines of some 
certain county or probably only a town- 
ship, were introduced by e hundred, and 
many of them passed.

Personally the Thirty-ninth General As- 
sembly waa composed of a pleasant aggre- 
ation of men. As Speaker of the House,

rulings were always fair, he never allowed 
himself to become confused and he made 
Mr. wo at pet 1 wars 
found on the right side of legisiat.on an 
his influence h much to do with securing 
the passage of good bills in the House. A 
whole Legislature composed of such men 
as Speaker Farris would bring about the 
opular law. 


Three times Gov. Stephens exercised his 


veto wer and each time the veto was sus- 
tained. The bills vetoed were as follows:.

rohibit corporations from making pre- 
erred creditors, and the Tubbs bill to allow 
the residents of islands to restrain domes- 
tic animals from running at large. 

The Farmers’ Legislative Clu 
an important factor in securing the passage 
of good bills in the House. ith possibly 
a few exceptions the members of the Farm- 
ers’ Club were faithful workers in the in- 
terest of wholesome legislation. The farm- 
ers were frequently aroused to wrath by 
reason of the action of the Senate In killing 
so many House bills: e Senate was in- 
clined to look upon the Farmers’ Club as a 
joke, but the fact remains that the. pecple 
of Missouri would have better laws to-day 
as a result of this session had there been a 
similar organization in the Senate. 

Tersely and eae stated, the Mis- 
sourt Senate is not an honor to the State. 
It is a stumbling block in the way of good 
legislation and until the voters of the State 
arouse themselves to action and send a rep- 
resentative body of men to the Senate, so 
that there mex be a majority on the right 
side, there wil no relief. The corpora- 
tions are so well represented that there is 
but little chance for the enactment of law 
in the interest of the common people.

ONLY ENOUGH FOR THE FIRST. 


Judge Thayer Settles the Controversy 
Over the Company’s 
Property. 


SECOND 


Judge Thayer, in the United States Circuit 
Court Monday, decided that the holders of 
the first mortgage bonds of the St. Louis 
United Elevator Co. are entitled to the 
property and an order for a foreclosure sale 
will be issued. 

Under this ruling the holders of the sec- 
ond mortgage, valued at $485,000, are shut 
out as the property will fall considerably 
short of satisfying the first claim. 

The bill was entered to decide a point in

When the United Elevator Co. bought the 
two elevators there were several mortgages 
and the title was made out subject to these. 
The leaseholds expired in 1895 and 1896. There 
were then in existence the two mortgages 
in controversy. The first was given Oct. 2, 
of $682,500, and the second Dec, 2, 1895,

years, The question in the foreclosure pro- 
ceedings was whether the Burr mortgagees 
could recover op the new lease.
